LISBON, Jan. 12.—Portueal is to- 
day in a singular situation in refer- 
ence to the great war.

Yet Germany 
has not declared war on Portugal; the 
German Minister remains in Lisbon 
and the Portuguese Minister in Ber- 
lin. 

An official casualty list gives Portu- 
guese losses in Angola, which is on

Paso, Tex., Jan. 19.)-——-The na- 

tional convention which has 
been in session here intermittently 
since January 2, closed its doors to 
the press and public yesterday eve- 
ning at 6 o’clock and remained in ses- 
sion until 6 o'clock this morning. 
Even chamber attendants were barred 
from the foyer. 

It was impossible to get any infor- 
mation from such delegates as left 
the chamber.

The greatest damage done by any 
of the bombs resulted from one that 
fell in St. Peter's Plain near 
Peter’s Church. which damaged 4a 
whole row of houses, breaking all the 
windows and littering the street with 
slate from the roofs, and brick. 

The report of the attack on Nor- 
folk county caused considerable com- 
motion in London. Searchlights all 
about the city were busily engaged 
throughout the evening scouring the 
sky with their rays to’ pick up any air 
eraft that might approach. Up to 4 
late hour, however, there was no sign 
of any aerial visitor. 

The police and special constables 
were called upon in the instructions 
to hold themeelves in readiness for a 
possible raid on London and the fire 
brigades also were warned to be in 
readiness. 

Reports reaching London are to the 
effect that a squadron of six Zeppelins 
croseed over the North Sea and on 
reaching the coast line separated, 
some of them taking a southerly di- 
rection and others an opposite course, 
These reports have not been con- 
firmed. 


The towns of Yarmouth, Sandring- 
ham, Kings Lynn and Cromer are in 
the county of Norfolk, which abuts 
the North Sea about 150 miles north- 
east of London. 

Yarmouth, known as Great Yar- 
mouth, and Cromer are favorite water 
resorta, while Sandringham contains 
the country palace of the late’ King 
Edward. Kings Lynn is a seaport and 
market town. It contains shipbuild- 
ing yards, iron foundries, machine 
shops and other industries. 

If the air craft which made the at- 
tack were the ones which passed over 
the island of Ameland they probably 
started from the vicinity of Cuxhaven.

- PARIS, Jan. 7.—The second court-

His 
superior offlicer remonstrated with 
Capt. H.— remarking that he was 
compromising his promotion, and also 
was likely to spoll his chances for the 
cros@ of the Legion of Honor.

RAID ON KING'S LYNN: 
HOUSES RUINED, BOY KILLED 


ING’S LYNN, Jan. 19 (via Lon- 

don, Jan. 20:)—The police say 

that two houses were demolished 
here tonight by bombs dropped from 
a hostile aeroplane and that one house 
was damaged in Bentinck street. In 
one house a boy 17 years olf was 
killed. His father was buried in the 
debris of their demolished home, but 
was taken out alive and later sent to 
a hospital. In another house a moeth- 
er and her baby were slightly injured. 
Between five and seven bombs were 
dropped here. 

It was at 10:45 o'clock when the 
loud whirr of a Zeppelin approach- 
ing King’s Lynn was heard. A pre- 
vious warning of its approach had 
been given by the explosion of a bomb 
which it had dropped between the 
royal village of Sandringham and 
Densingham, not far from e Wash. 

Reaching King’s Lynn. the aerial 
visitor circled unseen over the town 
and dropped four bombs, which ex- 
ploded with terrifie detonations. Peo- 
ple thrust their heads out of bedroom 
windows in amazement, asking what 
had happened. Great flashes of light 
accompanied the explosions. One of 
the bombs exploded near the docks, 
throwing splinters from its shell into 
the market place.

Those who had basements im- 
mediately took refuge there, and those 
who braved the danger outdoors were 
constantly colliding in the streets.

MINIMIZES VICTORY OF THE 
JAPANESE, 


The significance of the fall of Kiao- 
Chow in relation to the progress of 
the Buropean war is small. in the 
opinion of Dr. Paul Meyer, a physi- 
clan of Shantung, who in a general 
way is looking after the welfare of 
the refugees during the course of their 
trip to Germany. 

“The fall of the German port was 
an interesting episode in the «creat 
conflict.” he said. “Kiao-Chow was an 
exceedingly valuable holding of Ger- 
many in times of peace, but it would 
have proved very difficult to support 
a long siege on account of port’s 
comparative isolation. 

“Moreover, when the war ts ended 
I believe that Japan will cede Kiao- 
Chow back to Germany upon the pay- 
ment by that country of a satisfactory 
indemnity.” 

Dr. Meyer, who is past 55 years 
was allowed to depart from the Orient 
on account of his age and also be- 
cause he is a physician. He was a 
resident of the Shantung province, and 
had practiced there for some three 
years, principally among the em- 
ployees of the railroad, with which he 
was connected. Altogether he 
spent about nine years in the Ortent. 

He ie the only man in the party.
